The dance itself originated with the 
ol4 Montezumas at the pagan festi- 
val following the annual human sac- 
rifice at the altar of their idols. Bome- 


wise men of the East went to Beth- 
lehem to visit the Christ, they took 
with them a band of people from all 
nations of the earth. Among these 
were a number of Montezuma war- 
riors and the war dance which they 
then gave for the entertainment of 
the little Jesus pleased him more 
than anything else which occurred on 
that memorable day. 

The legend is highly colored with 
orientalism and was extant among 
these people hundreds of years before 
the arrival of Columbux. The fact 
that it still obtains more or less 
ameng the Mexican people, as well 
as the Indians, gives the Feast of 
Our Lady of Guadalupe special color.
